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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 10/21/2009 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. With respect to Applicants arguments regarding the 35 U.S.C. §112 first paragraph rejection of claims 80-82 and 84, the Examiner 
notes "it must be shown that a person of ordinary skill in the art would have understood, at the time the application was filed, that the 
description requires that limitation". Hyatt v. Boone 47 USPQ2d 1128. The Examiner further notes possession of the invention must be 
shown by the written description and "does not extend to subject matter not disclosed but that would be obvious over what is expressly 
disclosed". Lockwood v. American Airlines Inc. 41 USPQ 1961. The Applicant's disclosure of a tax payment status does not require the 
said tax be an unemployment tax and therefore the specification lacks support. 

3. With respect to Applicant's arguments regarding Micciantuono, GAO and Kahn, the Examiner has pointed out where each of the 
elements of the Applicant's claims are shown in the prior art and has given reason why combining them would have been obvious. The 
applicant has fails to describe why the combination fails to disclose the claims or why combining the references would not have been 
obvious. Rather the Applicant has applied a piecemeal analysis of these references. The Examiner notes, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Therefore Applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive. 
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
